from the White House under 
any President in many years. 

Tlie President contends 
lhat he was not told of the 
training of Cubans in the 
U.S. until after he was elect- 
ed. He carried out the ih- 
^ asion under his own plan- 
ning after becoming Presi- 
dent — in a. manner that 
Jailed. 

Mr. Kennedy’s contenUon 
was made public by his Chief 
Press Secretary, Pierre Sal- 
inger, in response to state- 
ments in Richard Nixon’s 
currently published b p o k. 
Six Crises. 

The Nixon book says that 
Mr. Kennedy was informed

vasion, having been briefed
